ANCIENT CULTURE 


The archaeologists excavating in the ru*nJ 
city of Ur, from which Abraham emigrated, have 
dug up a lot of interesting relics and facts. 
They have discovered houses and temples 4000 
years old of about the same type as those existing 
today in that land. 
Houses, however, are less important than what 
goes on inside of them. 
The diggers found, in the 
form of baked tablets—the first books—dictionaries, 
grammatical lists of irregular verbs in two languages, 
and formulas for extracting square and cube roots. 
Men knew something four millenniums ago. 
The found, too, a finely carved box containing 
toilet articles presented as an offering to a god by 
a pious lady of that time. 
Then they broke into tombs 5000 years old. 
That is getting back pretty close to the traditional 
date of the creation of the earth and the beginning 
of the human race. 
If that tradition is true, the 
race must have made pretty rapid progress in the 
arts and sciences the fust thousand years. 
The scientific explorers discovered rare vases of 
alabaster 
with 
silver 
lids 
containing 
face-paint, 
showing that the art of self-adornment was highly 
developed in Mesopotamia long before it reached 
its flower in Egypt. Crete and Greece. 
There were 
also necklaces of gold and silver ornamented with 
cornelian and lapis lazuli, and caskets With fine 
inlay work, and mother-of-pearl engraved and en­ 
ameled. 
A silver bowl, the oldest ever found, is 
said to compare pretty well with the work of mod­ 
ern silversmiths. 
The goldsmiths of that ancient day 
knew how to alloy gold for artistic use and then ex­ 
tract the alloy from the surface gold by the use of 
acid, as is done today. 
How did those ancients live? 
How did they 
work and play? 
What sort of family and social 
life did they have? 
What did they think? 
How 
did they feel about life and its problems? 
Probably 
pretty much the same as we do today, in funda­ 
mental matters. 
The human race really doesn’t 
seem to have changed much, except superficially, 
since the dawn of recorded history.

the 
Senate

j lengthy w rangling. T here needs to be opportunity to 
settle the w rangling w ithout interference in im port- 
! ant m atters th at m ust be solved early next year. 
Senator Reed Smoot has urged 
upon 
President 
Coolidge the necessity for an ex tra session to be­ 
gin between Oct. 15 and Nov. I. 
He has his eye 
o r the final ce bill under which the country has 
been promised a reduction in taxes 
by 
President 
Coolidge. 
F irst paym ents on the 1927 income are 
due M arch 15, 1928. 
T herefore the new bill m ust 
be enacted som ew hat in advance of th at period. 
The Reput lican leaders are indicating a tax r e ­ 
duction of approxim ately 1300,000,000. w hereas the 
D em ocrats w ant to go th is one better and 
cut 
1500,000,000, and because it is a Presidential elec­ 
tion year the opposition p arty m ay be counted upon 
to furnish considerable firew orks over such an im ­ 
portant m atter as taxation. 
In the past Dem o­ 
cratic opposition to adm inistration plans regarding 
tax reductions has been short lived. 
T he V are-S m ith m uddle, involving allegations of 
corruption in prim aries last year, m ust be fought 
out in the senate, and the fight will be bitter and 
long. 
It will have to be out of the w ay in a d ­ 
vance of the taxation m atter. 
Then there is the M ississippi valley flood control. 
Except in the South, the P resid en t has been p retty 
generally supported for his refusal to call an extra 
session im m ediately a fte r 
the 
flood. 
Com m ittees 
may have som ething read y for consideration when 
congress meets. 
P resident Coolidge h as not indicated his a ttitu d e 
tow ard the ex tra session, although It is vital to his 
cam paign for re-election. 
F ailu re to enact the tax 
revision would be fatal. 
The senato has not given indication In recent 
years th at it is capable of handling w eighty m atters 
in a minim um of tim e.

It is erecting a new 
building as a memorial to Mellett. 
Mellett. dead, is a greater power for good in 
Canton than was Mellett or any other man when 
living. 
This episode in American criminology is a power­ 
ful reminder that crime and vice can be cleaned 
up, that the forces of good are more effective than 
the forces of evil, that there is a power in the uni­ 
verse which works for righteousness.

is strong, courageous, intelligent men to tackle the 
job.

THE BLOOMER ANNIVERSARY

posure as well as mud.

Queering the Act

Why don’t the schools keep on the job the year round instead 
of closing their doors for three months each summer? 
And why 
don’t they observe a full, 6-day week like the average business, in­ 
stead of running only five days and with shorter hours than is 
usual in most work, at that? 
These questions naturally may occur to many persons and 
now and then they are brought up by educational leaders. 
Here 
and there attempts have been made to place the schools, so far as 
the time of operation is concerned, on a basis similar to that of 
business institutions. 
In a few cities the schools have been kept 
open throughout the summer. 
While the arrangement has proved 
convenient to some pupils who wished to make up work and has 
been desirable on certain other grounds, it has not as a whole 
justified itself. 
So the school year of approximately nine months, 
as well as the school week of five days of three to six or seven 
hours each, generally has been accepted as standard. 
There seem to be good reasons for this practice. 
It is just 
as Kkely, if it is to be varied in the future, that the change will be 
toward shorter rather than longer school hours, especially for 
small children. 
The question has been looked into many times 
and the conclusions reached are fairly in accord. 
The mind, par­ 
ticularly the immature mind, must have frequent rest or change. 
The requirements of the mind are even more exacting in this re­ 
spect than those of the body. 
One of the latest studies in this 
field, by Dr. James Frederick Rogers, chief of the physical educa­ 
tion and school hygiene division of the federal bureau of educa­ 
tion, emphasizes the point that long school hours may be injurious 
to the health of the child. 
The idea that "the more we school a 
child the better educated he is” is held to be as fallacious as the 
idea that the more a child is fed “the bigger he will grow.” 
It is brought out that extensive investigations, notably those of 
Prof. L M. Terman in his "Genetic Studies of Genius,” have 
shown that intelligence and mental achievement are “totally un­ 
correlated with length of school attendance.” 
There is seen to be 
the possibility of actual benefit in the part-time school system that 
is forced in some cities because of crowded school conditions. 
What seems to be needed, principally, is not a shortening of the 
school day or period as it now stands, but increasingly varied use 
of the time, with a maximum of fresh air, sunlight and outdoor 
activities for the pupil. 


A closer linking up of the work of supervised playgrounds in 
the summer with the program of the schools is seen to be desira­ 
ble. 
It is this type of activity that may make the educational pro­ 
cess continuous through the year. 
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WHAT DOES PUBLIC HEALTH COST? 
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TAKING 
FIRST 
S T E P S 
TO 
REDUCE 
DEATH 
RATE OF BABIES 
The annual report of the deaths of infants in the 
cities of the United S tates during 1926 has Just 
been made available by the A m erican Child H ealth 
association. 
The investigation Includes 613 cities in the United 
S tates in which accurate records are kept of both 
births and deaths and 62 in which there are rec­ 
ords of deaths only. 
The rate shows somew'hat of an increase for 1926 
over th at of 1925. 
In the latter year there were 
72.6 deaths per thousand babies born, w hereas in 
1926 the rate was 73.7. 
Among the largest cities, 
namely, 
those 
over 
250,000 
population, 
Portland, 
Ore., had the lowest rate, namely, 39; Seattle, W ash., 
w as second with 47, and San Francisco w as third 
in the list w ith 50. 
The states represented, Oregon, 
W ashington and California, range in the sam e or­ 
der w hen the rates of all th eir cities are considered. 
E vidently the Pacific coast is a healthful 
place 
for a baby to be born. 
T he three lowest cities in the population group 
from 100,000 to 250,000 w ere New* 
Haven, 
Conn., 
w ith 54; St. Paul, Minn., and Cambridge. M ass., each 
w ith 56. 
Among the sm aller cities reporting, Oak 
P ark, 111., w ith 35, P asadena and Berkeley, Cal., 
w ith 86 and 37, and E verett, Mass., w ith 39 had the 
m ost enviable records. 
It is interesting to know also th at the states of the 
Pacific group decline eight points from 
1922 to 
1926, the w est north central cities, three points, and 
the middle A tlantic cities, eight points. 
T here are 
still m any cities in the U nited States in w hich the 
birth rates are badly recorded and in 
which 
little 
accurate inform ation is obtainable relative to the in­ 
cidence and causes of death. 
Obviously it is im pos­ 
sible to plan Im provem ent, leading to prevention of 
in fan t deaths, w ithout accurate knowledge of the 
conditions existing.

A verage 
costs 
of 
m any 
cities 
and average results of health w ork 
in m any cities m ight be set out in 
answ er to the question, b u t for 
once let us get aw ay from a v er­ 
ages. 
T here is som ething not a l­ 
together 
satisfactory 
about 
an 
average. 
It has been 
calculated 
th a t the average height of all the 
projections above the surface of 
the ground in the park in which 
is located the W ashington M onu­ 
m ent is four inches, including the 
m onum ent. 
T h at m em orial to the 
F ath er of H is C ountry is five h u n ­ 
dred and fifty-five feet and five 
and a half inches high, but there 
are so m any blades of g rass in 
the park th at they cu t down the 
average to four inches! 
So let us answ er this question 
w ithout averages, for once. 
Take the city of H averhill, M ass. 
It has a population of 49,000 peo­ 
ple, 
and 
has 
had 
an 
organized 
health departm ent for 
forty -six 
years. 
F o r the fo rty -six th year of the 
life of th a t health departm ent, the 
death ra te of H averhill w as 12.89 
per 
thousand 
Inhabitants. 
The 
infant m ortality rate, th a t Is the 
num ber of babies who die before 
they reach the age of one year, 
w as 64.99 per thousand live births. 
Take the city of Lew iston, Me. 
It has a population of 37,000. 
It 
has bad an organized health de­ 
p artm ent 
m aking 
annual 
reports 
for six years. 
F or the sixth year 
of the existence of th a t agency of 
the m unicipality, th a t death ra te 
of Lew iston w-as 
16.4 per th o u ­ 
sand inhabitants. 
The infant m or­ 
tality ra te w as 117 per thousand 
live births. 
From these figures it is a p p a r­ 
ent 
th a t 
H averhill 
people 
have 
b etter health th an Lew iston peo­ 
ple, th a t th eir babies have a b et­ 
ter chance to live, and th a t few er 
people die In 
proportion 
to 
the 
population; w hich m eans th a t the 
chance for long life is b ette r in 
the M assachusetts city th an it 
is 
in the M ain city. 
T here is not such a difference 
in clim ate, or In the ch aracter of 
population in these tw o cities of 
New E ngland states as to m ake it 
possible to account for the dif­ 
ference by geography. 
W hat do these two cities pay 
for th eir public health 
w ork 
It is alw ays necessary in an sw ­ 
ering fully such a question to take 
into 
consideration 
w hat 
is 
done 
along public health lines by p ri­ 
vate 
agencies, 
b ut 
unfortunately, 
have not th a t d a ta a t hand. 
B ut a good w orking com parison 
can be obtained by seeing w hat 
the 
two 
cities 
pay 
for 
public 
health activities. 
H averhill, w hich has been su p ­ 
porting a health 
departm ent for 
forty-six years, 
pays 
$1.09 
per 
cap ita for its health w ork, or a 
total of $54,000 a year. 
Lew iston, 
w hich 
has 
been 
a t 
this Job In a m odern w ay for six 
years, pays th irty -fo u r cents per 
capita, or a total of $11,300 for its 
health w ork in a year. 
I did not select these tw o cities 
because they would m ake the best 
show ing, b ut took them a t random 
because the health d epartm ent re ­ 
ports of both of them happened 
to 
be 
sum m arized 
in 
one 
issue 
of a m edical m agazine. 
If I 
had 
w anted 
to 
take 
the 
m ost 
favorable 
exam ple 
for 
the 
results I would have chosen a n ­ 
o ther city, reported in th a t sam e 
issue, M ontclair, N. J., w ith 32,000 
people, 
and 
an 
infant 
m ortality 
rate of only 49. 
B ut instead I took tw o cities of 
like c h aracter in tw o New E n g ­ 
land states. 
These figures plainly show th a t 
In public health you get w hat you 
pay for. 
lf you are w illing to pay 
a dollar a head instead of th irty 
cents a head, lives w ill be p ro ­ 
longed, few er babies will die, and 
health will be better. 
Chicago, it happens, began 
Its 
health w ork Just fifty years ago— 


in 1876—when it nam ed B. L. Mc- 
V lcar as 
Its 
first 
public 
health 
com m issioner. 
C hicago then had a 
population of 400,000, now it has 
three 
m illion 
people. 
T hen 
the 
average age a t w hich C hicago peo­ 
ple died w as 16 years, tw o m onths 
and 12 days. 
Now the average age 
a t death in Chicago is 42 years, 7 
m onths and 25 days. 
Then 
the 
annual 
d eath 
rate 
w as 21.03 per thousand of popula­ 
t e s now It is 11.46. In other words, 
the population has been m ultiplied 
by 
eleven, 
b u t 
the 
num ber 
of 
deaths in a year by only four. 
Chicago pays sixty cents a year 
per capita for Its city health d e­ 
partm ent, w hich 
is 
supplem ented 
In 
th at 
city 
by 
m any 
private 
health agencies th a t carry the ex­ 
penditure 
per 
head 
well 
up 
to 
the dollar m ark. 
Of course the m oney m ust be 
spent properly. 
T here m ust be a 
health dep artm en t organized along 
m odern lines headed by a full time 
health officer specially trained for 
his 
duties 
and 
supported 
by 
a 
public ople'on th a t w ill perm it him 
to 
choose 
all 
of 
his 
assistan ts 
solely on 
account 
of their 
per­ 
sonal 
qualifications 
and 
w ithout 
regard to prejudice of politics or 
place of residence. 
W ith 
th a t 
so rt of backing, 
a 
health officer can deliver in health 
and In saved lives w h at the peo­ 
ple are w illing to pay for. 
Th® 
difference 
betw een 
th irty 
cents 
and 
a 
dollar 
m eans, 
as 
show n by th® tw o tow ns whose 
experience I have cited, for one 
thing, th a t In th e tow n th a t spends 
a dollar a head, of every thousand 
babies born nearly tw ice as m any 
will live as will live in the town 
th a t spends only th irty cents a 
head for its h ealth work.
